Great Falls, Mont., May 19.—The heavi- 
est cattle and sheep loss in the history of 
Montana, the damage of ° which will’ be 
$5,000,000, has been caused by the terribie 
snow storm which has been raging for 
the past three days. In some sections 
fully 90 per cent of the ‘sheep on the 
ranges ‘have perished. 

Three herds at least have wandered 
away in the blinding storm and have 
been frozen to death. An aged herder 
employed at Portage was lost Sunday. 
Two more in the Shelby Junction  coun- 
try, employed by the Floweree Cattie 
Company, are missing and there is no 
hope that they can be found. alive.

New Orleans, May 19.—In opening the | 
reunion,. General John B. Gordon said: 


“Governor, Mr. Mayor and Gentlemen 
of the Committee—My Fellow-Country- 
men: No words that I can utter will 
adequately express the pleasure which I 
experience in responding today, in the 
name of my comrades. to this characteris- 


fitting that this proud’ and patriotic or- 
ganization should again meet in this his- 
toric city which gave it birth, The meet- 
ing of such men as you welcome today, ! 
whose past deeds will remain forever an 
inspiration to American valor and to fu- 
ture sacrifices for constitutional . free- 
dom, isan auspicious event in the coun- 
try’s history, whenever and wherever it 
may -occur;- but how peculiarly inspiring 
is this reunion in Louisiana, on this one 
hundredth annivarsary of her new birth 
into governmental alliance with American 
states.

Chairman of Republican Committee 


in the Blaine Campaign. 
Pittsburg, May 19.—Benjamin F: Jones, 
Sr., member of the advisory board of 
Jones and Laughlin Steel Company, Iim- 


ited, and for many years head of their 


immense manufacturing interests, died 


at his residence in Allegheny today. 

The end eame unexpectedly. Mr. Jones 
had been Ifill for the past,week or ten 
days of nervousness, but no Serious re- 
sults were apprehended. 

Mr. Jones was 79 years of age. He was 
one of the foremost contributors to the 
wonderful industrial development’ of 
Pittsburg and for years exerted great in- 
fluence on the public affairs of Penn- 
sylvania. He was chairman of the re- 
publican national committee during the 
Blaine compaign in 1884. Mr. Jones wrote 
an article on protection in The North 
American Review, which has become a 
classic and his speech in calling to or- 
der the republican national convention 
of 1886 evidenced his ability as an ora- 
tor.

There were twenty-seven applicants be- 
fore the board, two of the number being 
negroes, and of the twenty-seven fourteen . 
failed, both negroes going down before 
ine closely marked papers of the board. 
The examination this year was much more 
rigid and exacting than ever before, and 
the papers of some of those who failed 
were by no means a poor exposition of a 
knowledge of the branches required by 
the board. There were three classes be- 
fore the board—pharmacists, apothecaries 
and druggists. Those securing certificates 
and the branches in which they qualified 
are:

R. C. Wilson, Athens. 

Apothecaries—V. J. Adams, -Atlanta;:

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Killing Cousin, Lynched 
by Mob. 


Madison, Fia., May 19.—(Special.)—A 
mob entered this city last night about 1 
o'clock and secured the keys to the jail 
from the night watchman, then entered 
and took out Wash Jarvis, a white man, 
and lynched him. 

‘Jarvis was carried a half mile from the 
city and tied to a tree where two negroes 
were lynched two years ago, and shof to 
déath. 

He was accused of killing his cousin, 
John Waldrop, lust Sunday week. The 
two men had been at outs over some 
hands, and they met Sunday morning and 
had a short talk. During the conversation 
they began io quarrel, and Jarvis killed 
Waldrop. 

The two negroes who were lynched last 
Christmas a year ago killed a white.man 
named Redding, and it was believed at 
the time that Jarvis was implicated in 
the killing, though the evidence was not 
conclusive. 

The mob last night was very orderly, 
but determined. The jail ‘keys wére car- 
ried by the night watchman, so a ruse 
was adopted to attract his attention. 
Members of the mob created a racket in 
an alley and ‘the wateliman ran there to 
investigate it. He was promptly caught 
and blindfolded and held a captive until 
the mob finished its work! 

Jarvis was bound over for appearance 
before the circuit court in a bond of $3,000, 


and he expected to have given it today. 


He was accused of another murder about 
a@ year ago. Jarvis and Waldrop, whom 
ne killed, were both prominent, and had 
many kinsmen in the county. Great ex- 
citement: prevails here, but no clew has 
yet been found to the identity of the 
lynchers.

United States goods are forced to~ pay 
duty. This attitude of the state depart- 
ment will, it Is believed, go far toward 
reassuring the southern cotton inter- 
ests which have bocome alarmed at the 
pussible ioss of their best market.

Governor Heard Is Welcomed. 

After a few opening words of welcome, 
the governor said:

Sent to you Mrs. Stonewall Jackson.” ~- 

“To your feet, boys, to your feet,’’ was 
the cry of a veteran in the Tennessee 
delegation, but swift as came his cry it 
came too late. The ‘boys’ were up, 
every man of them, and in- the wild 
cheers that swept the hall, the fair-faced 
lady from Virginia was made to know 
once more how southern love remembers. 

“And here’s a young Jackson,” called 
out the general, leading forward a very 
‘pretty girl, Miss Julia Jackson Christian, 
tne granddaughter of the famous sol- 
dier. As he spoke he kissed her, and 
the cheers were redoubled for the gen- 
eral and the girl, . 

Hon. John H. Reagan, the sole sur- 
viving member of the Davis cabinet, then 
spoke from one portion of the rostrum, 
while numbers of the old soldiers threw 
themselves upon General Gordon at the 
other end. The reception was smother- 
ing Mr. Reagan's voice and General Gor- 
don at the same time, when General 3. 
D. Lee interfered with the gavel, be- 
seeching the crowd to be silent, and to 
allow General Gordon to rest. 

Mr. Reagan spoke but briefly after this, 
and an adjournment was taken until af- 
ternoon. 


General Gordon Mobbed. 


Immediately the mobbing of General 
Gordon was resumed, with redoubled en- 
ergy. One old soldier, intoxicated by his 
enthusiasm and a few incidentals, sank 
on his knees before the general and 
would have hugged him had not the by- 
standers interfered. 

The oration of Judge Rogers consumed 
the entire afternoon session. His ad- 
Gress, which was remarkably well de- 
livered, was a brilllant success.

ADDRESS TO THE VETERANS 
BY JUDGE JOHN H. ROGERS 


New Orleans, La., May 19.—In his ad 
dress to the Confederate Veterans Hon. 
John H. Rogers, judge of the United 
States district court, the orator of the 


day, said in part: 

“Why are we here? No fanatical re- 
ligious crusade prompted this immense 
concourse. Here are to be found aill 
creeds and faiths and beliefs, In perfect 
peace with each other, freed from an- 
tagonisms to excite the passions of men. 
In yonder sky are no angry clouds of 
pestilence or war. No impending danger 
threatens our land, demanding consui- 
tation and means of protection from ene- 
mies within and without. We are at 
peace at home and abroad. Neither are 
we weary pilgrims to a holy mecca, seek- 
ing absolution of our sins. Nor are we 
aspirants for social or political prefer- 
ment. This is no vast political conven- 
tion or mass meeting, assembled for pur- 
poseg of considering grave matters of 
state or seeking to confer honors on [a- 
vorite sons. Nay, nay, none of these. 
What is it that has brought us together? 
This great assembly hall, festooned with 
bunting and flags, emblems of liberty and 
power, its ampitheater filled with the 
grave manhood and lovely womanhood of 
the south, these venerable men, the sur- 


sixties—all these things tell of ‘a deep, 
underlying cause. This great sea of up- 
turned faces, glowing with life, inteld- 
gence and sympathy—if not with joy un- 
mingled with sorrow—proclaim that the 
purpose of our assembling has made a 
deep impression upon our hearts. We 
need not repress the devotions: by which 
we are agitated. Whenever and wherever 
these reunions occur we are standing 
amid the sepulchers of our dead. Every 
foot of our beloved southliand ‘is distin- 
guished by their courage, their sublime. 
fortitude, their self-denial, their un- 
wavering devotion and patriotism, and 
sanctified by the shedding of their blood. 
‘Time and nature have. had their course’ 
in diminishing the numbers of those who 
surrendered at the. close of the great 
civil war. but neither time nor nature 
ean relieve those who survive of the du- 
ties they owe to the memory of our un- 
recorded dead, to our posterity, to our 
beloved ‘southiand and to ourselves. We 
are here today to discharge as we may 
those duties and to renew old friendships 
forged in the white heat of common su f- 
ferings and hallowed and sanctified py 
the conscious conviction that in the hour 
of trial and peril we were true to the 
constitution as it was framed and hand- 
ed down to us by Washington and his 
compatriots. We are here aiso to pay 
tribute to the noble band of southern 
women, the mothers and daughters of the 
confederacy. 

“If we would not have our very chil- 
dren in the near future, if not ashamed 
and apologizing for us, then unable to de-

secession. It is the. basis for the charge 
of treason, of disrupting the union, of 
violating the constitution, of rebellion, of 
making war on the United States. It 
must not be forgotten that there is a 
wide difference between secession and re- 
bellion. The south made no war on the 
states remaining in the union. Secession 
meant disunion so far as the seceding 
states were coneerned, but it neither 
meant war nor rebellion. It meant a 
union intact so far as all the states were 
concerned which did not secede, and @ 
union, too, under the constitution. 8s 
‘the states entered the union, each under 
acts of ratification of its own, so seces- 
sion meant the resumption by each state 
of its delegated powers, by repealing the 
acts under which each seceding state 
entered the compact; but the repeal of 
such acts did not and could not affect 
the acts by which the remaining states 
entered into the confederacy. 

“T affirm, if odium is to attach to the 
south for the act of secession, it must 
attach also to the great north and east 
where it was for political, economicai and 
industrial reasons, sedulously agitated 
end inculcated up to the Mexican war, 
and thé rights distinctly recognized by 
its leading statesmen up to 1860. History 
ought not to allow them to slip this 
odium, if odium it be, from their shoul- 
ders to the shoulders of the south. 

“Our children should know that the 
confederate states, by the act of seces- 
sion, made no war on the United States; 
that the war between the states was not 
rebellion. It was the result of an effort 
by the United States to coerce staics 
against their will to remain in the union, 
a power not to be found in the constitu- 
tion, a power which all the earlier fath- 
ers believed did not exist, a power utter- 
ly inconsistent with. the right of seces- 
sion, which it is believed all parts of the 
country recognized when the constitution 
was framed and for many years there- 
after. 

“If the southern states had the power, 
notwithstanding the constitution, to with- 
draw from the union in 1803, in 1812 and in 
1845, as New England statesmen then af- 
firmed, they had the same power in 
1861. No change of the constitution had 
been made and the relations of the states 
to each other were unaltered. If that 
power existed at all, the expediency of 
withdrawing was One solely for each state 
to decide for itself. 


Give the South Justice. 


“It was not a question of the control 
of the government, or an economiéal or 
industrial question; it was not a ques- 
tion of preserving the balance of power 
or the equilibrium of the sections, such 
as was felt in New England when the 
Louisiana and Florida purchases were 
made, and Texas acquired. It was a 
question of civilization, of constitutional 
liberty, of the preservation of the prin- 
ciples of the constitution; and the south 
when the alternative was presented of 
abandoning the principles of the consti- 
tution or giving up the union, with alac- 
rity, but with deepest reluctance that the 
necessity existed, chose the latter. She 
was overcome; she has suffered, but she

Jailer Boone kept it and the 
stranger soon left, showing signs of un- 
easiness. It has been found that the 
whisky contained poison and it will be 
sent to the state college here for further 
analysis. 

No Freedom for Jett.

LONGINO TALKS 
OF CREMATORY 


Some Points on Question of 
Disposing of the City’s 
Garbage. 


Dr. T. D. Longino, chairman of the 
board of health, \has some ideas about 
the disposition of the city’s garbage 
which he proposes to stress again before 
final action on the matter is taken. The 
health board has, as yet, come to no con- 
clusion regarding the crematory ques- 
tion, and has not yet prepared any re- 
port to council. It is expected, however, 
this will be done within a few weeks. 

Dr. Longino has received a paper on 
the subject by Dr. Heber Jones, presi- 
dent of the‘ board of health of Memphis, 
Tenn., in which some interesting ideas 
with regard to the disposition of garbage 
are presented. He is an advocate of 
crematories in the city, which he states 
can be operated with absolutely no of- 
fensiveneds, thereby doing away also 
with the long haul. He believes the city 
Should own its own crematories. In 
one part of his letter Dr. Jones says: 

“Why some of our larger cities permit 
themselves to be robbed by the contract 
system I cannot understand. The crema- 
tion of garbage is just as practicable in a 
large city as in a small one. The fact 
is, the larger the city, and the more 
dense the population, the greater the sav- 
ing by cremation ‘on the spot.’ It is 
the long haul that has retarded the de- 
struction of garbage by fire. The idea 
that the offal of a city must be carried 
out of the city—in many instances ne- 
cessitating a haul of 5 or 6 miles, and in 
some cases the expense of a scow after 
this haul—is what kills cremation. I can 


| run 4 crematory in any part of the city 


of New York, and if the. neighbors did 
not see the garbage going into the crema- 
tory they would never know what was 
going on in the establishment. Our cre- 
matories are located in the most densely 
populated sections of the town, and, by 
actual test, one cart now does the work 
it required three to do when the garbage 
was hauled to the Mississippi river.’’ 

Dr. Jones states that all of the gases 
that would prove objectionable are de- 
Stroyed by intense heat at the base of 
the smokestack. The cost, he says, 
where common slack coal can be pro- 
cured at $1.50 per ton, is not more than 
20 cents per ton for the destruction of 
all garbage. 

Dr. Longino is an advocate of a sys- 
tem similar to that employed in Mem- 
phis. He believes the city should estab- 
lish its own crematories within the city 
limits, on the outskirts if’ deemed bétter, 
but at points involving the shortest haul, 
and he believes it can be done without 
objectionable features and at a much 
lower cost to the city than under the 
present system,

Telegraph Company Loses. in 
Contest with Railroad 


‘United Statés Court of Appeals Holds 
That Pennsylvania System Can 
Remove Western Union 
Poles from Right of 
Way. 


Philadelphia, May 19.—The United 
States court of appeals today held that 
the Pennsylvania railroad had a legal 
right to remove the poles and wires of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company 
from along the ratilroad’s right of way 
The decision today affirms a judgment of 
the West Pennsylvania United States 
circuit court and reverses a judgment 
of the New Jersey United States circuit 
court. The Pennsylvania court refused 
to grant the petition for an injunction 
sought by the Western Union Telegraph 
Company against the Pennsylvania rail- 
road and the New Jersey court granted 
the injunction, 

The opinion is written by Judge Dal- 
las. It stated that the decree of the 
New’ Jersey court was not made on the 
merits of the case, But upon the ground 
that it wouldd result in irreparable in- 
jury to no one and might soon be ‘upon 
appeal, whereas an order refusing the 
injunction might have entailed much 
loss to the telegraph company. The 


ern Union Company with the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, dated September 20, 1881, 
which contained ‘a provision that after a 
period of twenty years, upon written 
notice given by the railroad company, the 
telegraph company would be bound to re- 
move its lines whenever required. After 
quoting numerous authorities the opin- 
ion says: 

“As it was not asserted that the _tele- 
graph company had the right independt- 
ly to contract to maintain its lines upon 
the railroad and in view of the settled 
conviction of the law. we cannot permit 
such a contention to be recognized as 
the basis of jurisdiction.”’

WITH THE COMMISSION 


Interstate Body Has Made Hard 
Fight to Secure Recognition of 
Its Views, but in Vain. 
Some Notable Decisions 
on Disputed Points. 


— | 


Deep interest in the decision of ths 
United States supreme court in what is 
known as the LaGrange case, brought 
by the interstate commerce commission, 
was manifested in legal and business 
circles yesterday. 
garded as settling for all time the prin- 
ciple that railroads do not violate the 
letter or spirit of the interstate com- 
merce law when they recognize that the 
jong-and-short-haul clause of that law 
does not apply as between competitive 
and non-competitive points. 

This decision is directly in line with 
others rendered by the highest court, 
though the circumstances involved in this 
case differed slightly from those in the 
other cases heretofore passed upon. 

The Case Under Consideration. 

Members of the state railroad commis- 
gion expressed no surprise at the finding 
of the court. This case did not. pass 
through their hands at any stage, or 
through the hands of any branch of the 
state government, being carried by those 
interested directly to the interstate com- 
merce commission, which decided in favor 
of the complainants, and, as is provided 
by law, brought the case into court. 
The decision of the interstate commerce 
commission was that the long-and-short- 
haul principle should apply in fixing the 
rates from New Orleans to LaGrange, 
and that the rate from New Orleans to 
LaGrange should be proportionately less 
than the rate from New Orleans to At- 
lanta, because the distance between the 
two first-mentioned points is less than 
that between the two last named. 

The commission took the matter to the 
court for the purpose of securing the nec- 


* essary order to make its decision effect- 


ive; the supreme court says that the 
commission’s decision is wrong, and that 


\ the road has the right to charge the high- 


er rate to LaGrange. The decision of the 

preme court’ is based on the fact that 
Pheaste is a competitive point while. La- 
Grange is a non-competitive point; and 
the court Dolds that it is perfectly prop; 
er for the road to charge upon goods 
consigned to LaGrange a rate equal to 
the rate from New Orleans to Atlanta 
plus the local rate back from Atlanta 
to LaGrange. 

The rate to tetreors may, under this 
decision, be higher thay that to some town 
between Atlanta and LaGrange, though 
this is also a non-competitive point. It 
is' this feature of the case which differs 
from others heretofore decided. 


. When Conditions Differ. 

The law creating the injerstate com- 
merce commission provides that the roads 
must recognize the long-and-short-haul 
principle between two points at different 
distances from the point of shipment 
“under substantially similar circumstances 
and conditions.’’ It is in their construc- 
tion of this qualifying clause that the 
interstate commerce commission and the 
courts have differed. | 

The interstate commerce commission 
has always contended for what might 
be called the strictest possible construc- 
tion of this long-and-short-haul provision 
of the law. The first decision of the 
Supreme court bearing upon this point

in the passage of the act to regulate 
commerce. This is no longer an open 
question in this court.” 


Judge Speer’s View. 

The difference between the commission 
and the supreme court has been that the 
commission he!d in the beginning that 
this species of competition did not create 
the necessary dissimilarity of circuin- 
stances and conditions, while the courts 
have held to the contrary view. This 
view of the courts is aptly explained by 
Judge Speer in the case of Brewer against 
the Central of Georgia, where he says: 


“Shall government undertake the im- 
possible, but injurious task of making the 
commercial advantages of one place equal 
to marge +e another? It might as well at- 
tempt equalize the intellectual powers 
of its people. There should be no ut- 
tempt to deprive a community of its 
ratural advantages, or those legitimate 
rewards which flow from large invest- 
ments, business industries and competing 
systems of transportation to facilitate and 
increase commerce. The act to regulate 
interstate commerce has no such purpose, 
and yet this appears to be the inevitable 
result of the relief the complainants seek 
in this case, without any adequate corre- 
sponding advantages either to themselves 
or to the community in which they live.”’ 


In this case it was held that Macon was 
a competitive point as compared with 
Griffin. 

Western and Atlantic Case. 

Judge Newman, in the case of the in- 
terstate commerce commission against 
the Western and Atlantic and certain 
other cases submitted to him at the same 
time, in 1898, involving the long and. short 
haul clause, rendered a notable decision 
which was ypheld by the supreme court 


of the United. States and which seems to 


present most clearly and tersely the po- 
sition of the courts. In this decision, 
which as has been said was affirmed by 
the supreme court, Judge Newman said: 


‘{. It is shown by the evidence and by 
the record that competition at Atianta is 
active and effective and controls in the 
making of the rates in controversy to At- 
lanta, and that there is little or no ccm- 
petition at any.of the local points as to 
which complaint is made by the Georgia 
commission. Consequently, the haul to 
Atlanta is not under circumstances and 
conditions substantially similar to those 
at the other localitfes, and therefore the 
fourth section of the act is not violated. 

‘2. There is nothing whatever in the 
evidence or in the record from which it 
can be justly concluded that the rates to 
any of the local points named are, in 
and of themselves, unjust and unreason- 
able, in violation of the first section of 
the act. 

‘3. The evidence fails to show that the 
rates complained of violate the third seg- 
tion of the act. The only complaint ties 
2nd all that the evidence shows. is that the 
rate to Atlanta, the longer distance point, 
is less than the rate to these shorter dis- 
tance points; and as the rate to Atlanta 
is shown to have been brought about by, 
and to be the result of, active competi- 
tion at that point. it cannot be held to be 
a preference which is undue or unreason- 
able in favor of Atlanta, or to subject the 
local points named to anv undue or un- 
reasonable prejudice or disadvantage.”’ 


Settled for All Time. 

This, last decision of the highest court 
is, therefore, in direct line with the for- 
Freight rates throughout 
the country are made in accordance with 
these decisions of the courts which recoz- 
nize competition as creating circum- 
Etances and conditions substantially dis- 
similar, and this LaGrange case decision 
‘vill not, therefore, bring about any ma- 


»terial changes in rates. It will probably 


serve to establish definitely and for all 
time the right of the roads to recognize 
the difference "between competitive and 
non-competitive points in fixing their 
rates. 

How It Is Regarded in Washington. 

Washington, May  19.—(Special.)—The 
decision of the supreme court, rendered 
yesterday by Mr. Associate Justice 
White, in the caSé of.the interstate com- 
merce commission against the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad’: Company, the 
Western Railway of: Alabama and the 
Atlanta and West Point- Railway Com- 
pany, was a gTeat disappointment to the 
interstate commerce commissioners. The 
latter admit that it practically sets aside 
the regulations df the commission in re- 
lation to the long and short haul clause 
of the interstate commerce law. While 
the decision is in line with two former 
decisions of the court, involving pfac- 
tically the same question, it 1s regarded 
generally as another black eye for the 
commission. 

Wihen the interstate. commerce law was 
passed by’ congress, the fourth section 
of the law was heralded throughout the 
country a8 something that would insure 
for the future the maintenance of the 
principle that a railroad company may 
not charge more for a short haul than 
it charges for a longer haul over the 
game line of read.

Promoter Talks of Proposed 
Mill Combination 


Says He Is Not Connected with New 
Jersey Corporation — All Op- 
tions on” Mills Have Ex- 
pired, Leaying Them 
Free To Act. 


Winston-Salem, .N. C., May 19.—(Spe- 
clal.)\—Henry E. Fries,.promgter of the 
proposed southern cotton mill merger, 
Was asked today about a dispatch from 
Philadelphia published in a state paper, 
stating that the ‘‘Fries merger was still 
intact.”’ 

Mr. Frieg said that he had seen the ar- 
ticle and was quite surprised at its con- 
tents. Mr. Fries further stated in answer 
to inquiries that he is in no way con- 
nected with or interested in the Southern 
Textile Company, a corporation organized 
under the laws of New Jersey, which, as 
he learned, was expecting to take up a 
number of mills in Alabama, Mississippi 
and Georgia. 

That a number of cotton mills in North 
Carolina and South Carolina had hereto- 
fore given optiong@ to him for the pur- 
pose of a merger f their interests, but, 
in the opinion of himself and the gen- 
tlemen associated with him, representing 
the mills, a sufficient underwriting of the 
bonds had not been ordained to carry out 
the merger according to the terres of 
the contracts with the mills. 

Mr.. Fries said that all the mills that 
had given him options, with possibly one 
or two exceptions, hag declined to grant 
further extension, and that many of the 
Said options had been returned to the 
mills and the remainder heJd by him were 
Subject to the demand of those giving 
them. 

That the mills in which he was per- 
sonally interested had definitely with- 
drawn their options. That the various 
mills which he represented had been duly 
informed of the exact condition of af- 
fairs. 

“And, of course,” said Mr. Fries, “each 
mill is at liberty to take any action 


it pleases.with reference to its own prop- 
erties.’’

The Fourth Section. 

The fourth section of the interstate 
commerce law provides that. “it ghall 
be unlawful for any common carrier sub- 
ject to the’ provisions of this act. to 
charge or recéive any greater com pensa- 
tion in the aggregate for the transporta- 
tion of passengers or of like kind of 
Froperty, under substantially similar cir- 
cumstances and conditions, for a shorter 
than for a longer distance over the same 
line, in the same direction, the shorter 
haul being included within the longer 
distance; but this shall not be construed 
as authorizing any carrier within the 
terms of this act to charge and receive 
as great compensation for a shorter as for 
@ longer dist@nce.”’ 

The ley further provides “that upoy 
application to the commission appointed 
under the provisions of this act such 
common carrigr may, in special cases, af- 
ter investigation by the commission, be 
authorized to charge less for longer 
than for shorter distances for the trans- 
rortation of passengers or property; and 
the commission may from time to time 
prescribe the extent to which designated 
common carriers.may be relieved from 
operations of this act.’’ 7 

The provision that the restriction that 
the conditions must be “under substan- 
tially similar circumstances and condi- 
tions” has prevented the law from op- 
erating as it was popularly supposed it 
would operate. 

The case decided by the supreme court 
yesterday was one in which a merchant 
in New Orleans claimed that the rates 
were excessive and unreasonable from 
New Orleans to LaGrange, on the line 
of the road running from New Orleans 
to Atlanta. The interstate. commerce 
commission held that the action of the 
road in charging a higher rate to La- 
Grange than to points beyond that place, 
and to Ailanta, the latter being 71 miles 
farther than LaGrange from New Or- 
leans, was in violation of ‘the long and 
short haul clause of the interstate com- 
merce law. 

No Discrimination Shown.’ 

The charges on the road from New ‘Or- 
leans to Atlanta were lower tHan from 
New Orleans to places a hundred miles 
nearer than Atlanta. These latter rates 
were made up of the through rate to 
Atlanta, added to the local rate from 
Atlanta back to the point of destination. 
Goods put off the train at LaGrange, 71 
miles west of Atlanta, paid the full 
freight to Atlanta and the ldcal rate back 
to LaGrange, at the same rate the goods 
might have actually been shipped to At- 
lanta and then rebilled back~to* La- 
‘Grange. 

The decision of the United States su- 
preme court yesterday declared that no 
digcrimination was shown in this case. 
Atlanta being a competitive point, it had 
more than once been held that under: 
such conditions the lower rate could be 
allowed by the railroad. The fact that 
the road charged the local rate from 
Atlanta back to the points west of that 
city could not be interpreted as a discrim- 
ination. But the towns east of LaGrange 
and between that place and Atlanta, all 
longer hauls than that to LaGrange, 
all paid a less freight rate than La- 
Grange. 

The“ interstate commerce commission 
brought this case to the United States 
supreme court, believing that it con- 
tained elements of difference from cases 
already decided by that court, involving 
the same general questions, to secure a

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Secretary Reluctant To. Protest 
About Jewish Massacre, 


It Is Not Clear How the Resolutions 


Reaching the State Department 
Can Be Communicated to 


the Russian Govern- 
ment. 


Washington, May 19.—Some of the reso- 
lutions adopted last Sunday by various 
mass meetings and organizations respect- 
ing the Kishinef massacre reached Secre- 
tary Hay today. They will all receive, 
careful consideration, and it may be that 
Bome way may be found, though none 
is clear now, by which the substance of 
these resolutions can be communicated 
to the Russian government as evidence of 
the feeling aroused in-the United States. 

It is both a difficult and delicate task 
to approach a nation, and especially one 
so autocratic as Russia, on the subject of 
internal administration where it is not al- 
leged that direct interests of the com- 
plainant are involved. Nations reserve 
for themselves in such cases the right to 
absolutely refuse to receive from another 
a communication in the nature of a crit- 
icism and no matter how desiroug the 
state department might be of mitigating 
the lot of the Jews in Bessarabia, it could 
not afford to run the risk of receiving 
a severe snub. But it can be said that 
the department is Keeping in close touch 
with its agents in Russia, and is resolved 
to lose no opportunity to remind the Rus- 
sian government, when it can properly 
do so, of the strong sympathetic interest 
the people of the United States feel in 
the welfare of the Jews. 

Rabbi Replies To Cassini. 


Nashville, Tenn., May 19.—The explana- 
tion of the Muscovite antipathy to the 
Jews, as given out by the Russian am- 
bassador, at Washington, is discredited 
by Rabbi.Isadore Lewinthal, the head of 
the leading Jewish congregation in Nash- 
ville. Dr. Lewinthal says that in his es- 
timation the statement of Count Cassini 
is misleading and certainly dewoid of tho 
real facts. 

“His staterg:nt regarding the Jews in 
Germany ar® Austria has nothing to do 
with the question in Russia,’ continues 
Dr. Lewinthal. .“‘It is well known that 
if the Russian Jews were to embrace 
the faith of the Greek CathgJic church, 
their persecutions would,cease. In that 
case, Russia would never permit a mob 
to harm a haif on their heads, much less 
their children. Count Cassini accuses the 
Russian Jews of not being agriculturists. 
This, again, is contrary to the facts. Mr. 
Arnold White, in his ‘Modern Jew,’ shows 
the contrary to be the case, and no one 
will, or can, accuse Mr. White, of sym- 
pathizing with the Russian Jews. 

“The cry against the Russian Jews that 
they are not agriculturists fs equivalent 
to charging a’ man with the inability to 
swim when he is forcibly prevented, dur- 
ing the whole of his life, from entering | 
the water. 

“It will condita: be seen that Count 
Cassini's statement is not borne out by 
facts, and I have not the least doubt 
but what the same has been dictated to 
him from St. Petersburg.’’ 


Russian Governor Removed. 


St. Petersburg, May 19.—The report that 
Lieutenant General Raaben, goyernor of 
Kishinef, Bessarabia, where the massacre 
of Jews occurred a month ago, had been 
dismissed by the czar is confirmed. The 
authorities here have suppressed The 
Volny and have prohibited street sales of 
The Novosti. 

Attitude of Russia. 

St. Petersburg, May 19.—The Russian 
government has received no representa- 
tions from the governmient of the United 
States in regard to the Kishinef massa- 
eres beyond an inquiry through Ambas- 
sador McCormick several days ago 
whether the money and supplies which 
were being offered from all parts of 
America for the sufferers would be ac- 
ceptable to the Russian government. The 
foreign office replied that while it great- 
ly appreciated the American generosity, 
there was no need for relief, as the 

wants of the inhabitants of ‘Kishinef 
were looked after. There is no doubt 
that while Russian officials much regret 
the Kishinef massacres, they equally re- 
sent what they call the “anti-Russian 
agitation in America,” which they claim 
is fomented by the influential English 


press. 
Cause of the Massacre. 

London, May 19.—The under foreign 
secretary, Lord Cranborne, was asked in 
the house of commons today for infor- 
mation on the massacre of Jews at 
Kishinef, Bessarabia, a month ago. The 
secretary in reply stated that the num- 
ber killed was about double the number 
given in the official Russian report. 
Otherwise the facts did not differ from 
those already submitted. Lord Cran- 
borne added: 

“According to the government's infor- 
mation, the disturbances arose from the 
murdér of a Christian lad, which was 
wrongly attributed to the Jews. The 
latter retaliated on their assailants and 
the result was an attack on the Jews 
by a mob on Easter Sunday and Easter 
Monday, in which it is believed about 
nine hundred Jews lost their lives and 
many more were injured.”

IMPORTANT PERMITS ISSUED 


For Fulton Bag and Cotton Mills Ad- 
dition and New Healy 
Building. 

Two important permits were issued yes- 
terday by Building Inspector Pittman. 
One of these was to the Fulton Bag and 
Cotton Mills for a large addition to their 
Plant on the Georgia railroad near the 
city limits. This addition is to be a four- 
story mill, 150 by 250 feet in dimensions, 
and will cost $105,000. The contractors, 
who will start work at once, are William 

Benson & Co, 

The other permit was for the new 
Healy building, excavation for which has 
begun on -Peachtree street opposite the 
English-American building. This build- 
| ing will cost $19,000. Accounts of both of 
these new structures have been published 
in The Constitution. 

In addition to these six permits were 
issued yesterda} for new residences to 
cost from $2,000 to $4,600, and as many 
more similar residence permits were 
issued the day before. This makes 
twelve new homes in two days, and the 
work of construction on all of them is 
about to begin.

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The disaffection of certain train ser- 
vice employeés of the Mobile and Ohio 
railroad, resulting in a strike, which be- 
came cffective Saturday, the 9th instant, 
at 12 o’clock noon, is. attracting wide- 
spread attention, and this interest is now 
further heightened since the management 
has issued advices to all traffic em- 
ployees and connections that the road 
will, effective at: once, receive and give 
prompt handling fo all perishable and 
live stock shipments, although there has 
been no admitted weakening on the part 
of the striking employees, but through 
the loyalty of many that remained in the 
service, together with those who sought 
and were given: employment the road is 
again in position to operate its trains on 
schedule time. This is. the information 
received by General Agent Airey, the lo- 
cal representative of the company in At- 
lanta. ’ ye 

The following statement from Mr. Alrey 
will prove interesting to these who have 
watched the developments with, both in- 
terest and concern. 

“You -understand,” said Mr.  Aitey, 
“this is a contention of certain conduc- 
tors, brakemen and switchmen of our 
company for increased pay, with a,.stipu- 
lation that certain fixed rules be -ob- 
served in’ the make-up and operation of 
its trains and in a circular letter issued 
over the signature of General Manager 
Clarke and General Counsel Russell it is 
shown that the management met, sepa- 
rately, committees of the engineers and 
firemen in February and March last and 
amicably agreed on rules of service and 
a percentage of increase of pay. At the 
same time the management decided to 
allow the conductors and brakemen in 
service on the same trains with engineers 
and firemen the same percentage of in- 
crease’ as was granted the engineers and 
firemen, which, since April 1, they have 
been receiving. Recently, however, a de- 
mand wag made for a scale of pay, the 
percentage of increase of which is in ex- 
cess of that acceptable to the engineers 
and firemen, which was declined, as was 
also the other demand that no train of 
over thirty cars, loaded or empty, shali 
be run with two engines, without doubie 
pay and double overtime. 

“The company, of course, must deny 
the right of the employee to dictdte a 
rule for the matiagement of its property. 

“Tt have here a comparison of the aver- 
age wages paid conductors and brake- 
men per month for the year 1898 to the 
present time; you will see that the aver- 
age is shown on each division, but we will 
take, for instance, the, freight conduc- 
tors on our S8t. Louis division. In 183 
the average pay per month was $89.19, 
while for the present year it is $125.47; 
while the average pay per month for 
brakemen on the game division in 1898 
was $64.62, and for the present year $91.23, 
from which it will be seen that very sub- 
stantial increases have been made in the 
wages of these employees during the past 
four years, and the management does 
not feel that they would be warranted in 
making the further increases demanded, 
in view of the largely increased cost of 
maintenance and operation, and on ac- 
count of this, as well as declining to ac- 
cede to their dictates as to the operation 
of trains, the trouble was forced upon 
us, much, no doubt, to the regret of the 
management, the more that dissension 
should arise in any branch of the ser- 
vice, where amicable relations and mu- 
tua! confidence has so long existed be- 
tween employer and employce.’’

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 

New York, May 19.—Yesterday’s down- 
ward tendency of prices was still preva- 
lent in this morning’s stock market.

Steel and ‘Ice preferred. Lackawanna 
advanced 2 and st. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco and Rubber preferred 1. The mar- 
ket slipped back to the low level and 
ibbecame dull at the end of the hour. 

The upward movement carried Balti- 
more and Ohio, Illinois Central, Sugar, 
Smelting preferred, Metropolitan street 
railway and the Securities Company 1 to 
1 1-4 over last night. Lake Erie and 
Western preferred rose 3. The room 
traders then took their profits of the day’s 
advance, causing fractional reactions. 
Iowa Central lost 2 1-2 and the preferred 
3, with partial recoveries, and Pullman 
lost 1 1-2. Gains:in. the leading stocks 
were generally reduged to fractions, and 
Manhattan dropped abruptly a point un- 
der last night. The closing was mod- 
erately active and easy. 

New York, May 19:—Today’s recovery in 
the stock market was in accordance with 
the expectation of the majority of profes- 
sional traders. This expectation conduced 
materially to the recovery by restraining 
the professional bear element from fur- 
ther attack on prices. Yesterday’s rather 
violent declines and the increase in the 
volume of trading over the recent aver- 
age of the market gave the impression 
of a culmination of the decline. There 
was some further decided liquidation in 
the market this morning, hut the pro- 
fessional bear element availed itself of 
this to cover their outstanding short con- 
tracts. There was evidence of support 
also, presumably by. those interested in 
sustaining values, especially ip St. Paul 
and New_York Centrgl. The recent un- 
supported condition of these standard 
stocks has had a dominant influence on 
the whole speculative tone, and this 
morning’s indications that the further de- 
cline was to be contested helped to de- 
cide the bears to cover. The long contin- 
ued decline offers attractive profits trom 
the shorts, regardless of opinions on the 
further speculative outiook. The profes- 
sional traders,, therefore, generally turned 
to the buying side, covering their short 
contracts, going long in the market and 
then working for a further delay. There 
was very little news to acount for this 
change in sentiment, the general condi- 
tions of a doubtful labor outlook, pros- 
pects of further gold exports and other 
considerations which have caused the re- 
cent depression being unchanged. The 
market proved to be gufficiently oversold 


to make the-turn for a rise effectual. But 


the market ‘‘bulled hard,’’ in the stock’ 


exchange phrase, and ran off quite easily 
at tne last, leaving only fractions of the 
day’s gains, where they.were not entirely 
wiped out. The sudden relapse in Louis- 
ville and Nashville at the last, which 
more than wiped out its gain, may have 
had something to do with the cotton 
showing.
